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Nathan T. Fuller Civil War Journal 


Nathan T. Fuller enlisted in the war of Rebellion Sept. 20, 1861, in Company F., Forty-fourth Indiana Infantry, and 
served until Noy. 22, 1864. (Attachment B). I know only of his journal starting in June 1864 that survives. If he kept 
one before, during his participation in various battles, I don’t know. The following is taken from the extant journal. 


“Nathan T. Fuller, His Memmarandum (sic) Book Bought June 21“, 1864 Chattanooga, Tenn. 44% Regt. Ind. Vol.” 
is the inscription on the title page of an old book on display at a DeKalb County Historical Fair, partially copied by 
E. Lucille (Gee) Koch, a great-granddaughter. (misplacement on the copier caused portions of even number pages 
10 through 32 to be missing.)

It raned som last night it was cool and plesant till noon then it clouded up and raned som _ not no nues from the frunt 
of importence thay rased som polles in the forts and one in town for to put flags on tomorrow they mounted one 
of the one pound Gunes to day for to use to morrow.

It raned all night and it is raning this morning we left camp at day light it raned all the fore noon we past Pellers 
and Polk plantations to day thay are inasplended country the regiment got som horses on this plantation _ past 
threw loransburge [Lawrenceburg, Tennessee] thare was monument to the memory of Hunt of the mexican ware 
we camp for the night in a open field no forage.

The morning fine thare was a detale for to go a forgin for the company the boyes cam in loded with chickens and 
sweat potatoes the balance lade in camp all day we hurde the cannon on the gunboats at Easporte but did not hear 
how the cam out firing till night.

It was fine this morning the regiment lade in camp till three Oclock then the brigade was orderde to go to the farm 
of Peatters for to feede our horses and burn but when we got thare thay would not low us to burn but the boyes did 
burn fore sheads and stabels at darke we started back to camp at Sedar crick.
